In my view, as counsel to the Bo&tdusing and
Community Development, these regulations may be promulgated pursuant to 8§ 27 — YJodétbfe
Virginia. The regulations do not appear to conflict with the Constitution of the United States or the
Constitution of the Commonwealth of Virginia, nor do they appear to conflict with anyafentestate law
currently in effect.
